These bills will be introduced in the 
bom e ii* xt week and follow the ideas 
said to have been outlined in confer­ 
ences of President Wilson with mem­ 
bers ol the house committee. The chiel 
provisions of the 
bills, which

later be whipped into one composite 
measure, are, according to the inform­ 
ant, as follows: 
The 
theory that guilt is personal 
and that trust magnates shall be sub­ 
ject to fine and imprisonment is writ­ 
ten into Hie Sherman law. The admin­ 
istration anti trust program will pro­ 
vide a penal clause for the punish­ 
ment of officers of corporations found 
guilty of a violation of the anti trust 
laws. 
Manufacturers will be forbidden to 
fix the ultimate price to the consumer 
of the article manufactured. The bill 
will contain drastic provisions probib 
Bing price fixing In restraint of trade, 
♦.lie necessity for this legislation being 
shown by tile supreme court of the 
United States in the Dick mimeograph 
delusion and the United Shoe Machin­ 
ery case. 
T h e hills will require that no re­ 
straint of trade shall he deemed rea­ 
sonable. There also will b e a defini­ 
tion of what constitutes a restraint of 
trad e and the “rule of reason” written 
into the Sherman law by the supreme 
court of the United States, will tie set 
aside. 
Interlo p in g 
directorates 
between 
bankers and industrial 
corporation# 
will in* absolutely prohibited. The law 
will be ma le especially drastic con­ 
cerning the directorate of bonks and 
railroads, and no bauker will be per 
Knitted to tie a director and no rail 
rend director will be a llo w ed to be t 
director of a hank.

SPLENDID PICKINGS AMONG THE REMNANTS 


An interesting discovery ha* been 
m ade in the wild and m ountainous 
pass of D rum ocbter, Scotland, som e 
three miles to the south of Dalwhin- 
ale, where Glasgow contractors are 
carrying on operations for the 
Im­ 
provem ent of roads. 
The stones in a 
large cairn close by the G reat North 
Road, betw een P erth and Inverness, 
w ere being utilized for road m etalling 
purposes, and while engaged la remov­ 
ing these stones th e workm en came 
upon a well-preserved hum an skele­ 
ton. 
The skeleton w as found d o se to 
the outer edge of the cairn, which is 
some fifty feet In circum ference, and 
of considerable height. 
F urther oper­ 
ations revealed a stone cist or coffin 
in the center of the cairn. 
There was 
apparently uo connection between the 
i Isleton and the cist. 
In view of its 
exposed position and excellent state 
of preservation the interm ent of the 
skeleton m ust have taken place in 
com paratively recent tim es. 
Its only 
covering consisted of about a foot of 
loose stones. 
The cist was formed of 
a large rough slab supported by rows 
of upright stones, suggestive of Pie­ 
tist! origin. 
How it cam e to be in the 
center of the cairn is not easily ex 
plained. 
The cairn itself is said to 
have been placed there to commemor­ 
ate a bait made by tho Highland army 
In 1746. 
The J‘ass of D rum ochter is 
notable in Jacobite annals by reason 
of the fact that Sir John Cope beld a 
council of war in the neighborhood in 
August, 1745. 
Lord George Murray 
successfully made a series of attacks 
on posts held by the royalist arm y ic 
the neighborhood of Drum ochter, so 
that the cairn may have been erected 
lo com m em orate some such event.
